Before It Takes Dive 


Work on the swimming pool 
at Chaffey College's Alta 
Loma campus will start after 
first of the year. 


Contract was awarded to 
low bidder Hoefer Construc- 
tion Co., Fontana at base bid 
of $135,780 with a $400 deduc- 
tion to install a protective so- 
lid concrete wall in lieu of in- 
terest. The contractor also 
agreed to take the final 10 
per cent of payment, 
$13,500, March 15, 1960 since 


He went on to point out 
that the Community Service 
tax was limited to capital 
outlay in community facili- 
ties. ‘‘This is the most essen- 
tial of the items we can 
spend the tax fund for,’’ Dr. 
Milliken said. ‘I couldn’t re- 
commend an auditorium in- 
stead of the swimming pool, 
for instance.’” 

Dr. Milliken explained the 
district could collect 5 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, 


the college has only $129,000| but had collected only 3 cents 


in the Community Service 
Fund. First half taxes will 
be received by the college 
district in mid-March. 

Asked Trustee Ralph Mill- 
er, “Is a swimming pool es- 
sential? Aren't there more 
essential things we could put 
this money into?’ 

College President Daniel 
Milliken said it was a matter 
of opinion, but most educa- 
tors think a swimming pool 
is essential. “‘We would be 
the only college in the East- 
ern Conference without a wa- 
ter polo and swimming 
team,” Dr. Milliken said.
